G.S.R. 888(E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 38 
read witffclause (i) of sub-section (2) of section 50 of the Warehousing (Development 
and Regulation) Act, 2007 (37 of 2007), the Central Government, in consultation with 
the Comptroller and Auditor- General of India, hereby makes the following rules, 
namely:- 

1. Short title and commencement. —(1) These rules may be called the 
Warehousing (Development and Regulatory Authority) Annual Statement of Accounts 
and Records Rules, 2010. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Definitions. - (1) In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Act” means the Warehousing (Development and Regulation) Act, 2007 
(37 of 2007); 

(b) “Annexure” means Annexure appended to these rules; and 

(c) “Form” means a Form appended to these rules. 

(2) Words and expressions used herein but not defined shall have the meanings 
respectively assigned to them in the Act. 

3. Annual statement of accounts and other relevant records. —At the 

expiration of a period of twelve months ending on 31 st March of every year, the 
Authority shall, with reference to that period, prepare a balance-sheet, an income and 
expenditure account and receipt and payment account in the following Forms, namely: 

(a) Balance Sheet in Form “A”; 

(b) Income and Expenditure Account in Form “B” ; 

(c) Receipt and Payment Account in Form “C” ; 

4. Maintenance of accounts, etc. —The Authority shall preserve* the balance 
sheet, income and expenditure account and receipt and payment account referred to in 
rule 3 for a minimum period of five years following the year to which they relate. 

5. Authorised signatory. — The balance-sheet, income and expenditure account and 
receipt and payment account referred to in rule 3 shall be signed by the Accounts Officer, 
if any, of the Authority and for the purpose of authentication, be signed by the Chairperson 
and a member of the Authority.

1. ACCOUNTING CONVENTION 

The financial statements are prepared on the basis of historical cost convention, unless 
otherwise stated and on the accrual method The financial statements are prepared on the basis 
of historical cost convention, unless otherwise stated and on the accrual method of accounting 

2. INVENTORY VALUATION 

2.1 Stores and Spares (including machinery spares) are valued at cost. 

2.2 Raw materials, semi-finished goods and finished goods are valued at lower of cost and net 
realizable value. The costs are based on weighted average cost. Cost of finished goods and 
semi-finished goods is determined by considering material, labour and related overheads. 

3.I NVESTMENTS 

3.1 Investments classified as “long term investments are carried at cost. Provision for 
decline, other than temporary, is made in carrying cost of such investments. 

3.2. Investments classified as ‘Current’ are carried at lower of cost and fair value. Provisions 
for shortfall on the value of such investments is made for each invement considered 
individually and not on a global basis. 

3.3. Cost includes acquisition expenses like brokerage, transfer stamps. 

4. FIXED ASSETS 

4.1. fixed Assets are stated at cost of acquisition inclusive of inward freight, duties and taxes 
and incidental and direct expenses related to acquisition. In respect of projects involving 
construction, related pre-operational expenses (including interest on loans for specific project 
prior to its completion), form part of the value of the assets capitalized. 

4.2 Fixed Assets received by way of non-monetary grants, (other than towards the Corpus 
Fund), are capitalized at values stated, by corresponding credit to Capital Reserve. 

5. DEPRECIATION 

5.1 Depreciation is provided on straight-line method as per rates specified in the Income-tax 
Act, 1961 except depreciation on cost adjustments arising on account of conversion of foreign 
currency liabilities for acquisition of fixed assets, which is amortized over the residual life of 
the respective assets. 
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5.2 In respect of additions to/deductions from fixed assets during the year, depreciation is 
considered on pro-rata basis. 

5.3 Assets costing Rs.5000 or less each are fully provided. 


6, MISCELLANEOUS EXPENDITURE 

Deferred revenue expenditure is written off over a period of 5 years from the year it is 
incurred. 

7, GOVERNMENT GRANTS/SUBSIDIES 

7.1 Government grnts of the nature of contribution towards capital cost of setting up projects 
are treated as Capital Reserve. 

7.2 Grants in respect of specific fixed assets acquired are shown as a deduction from the cost of 
the related assets. 

7.3 Government grants/subsidy are accounted on realization basis. 

8 XEASE 

Lease rentals are expenses with reference to lease terms. 

9, RETIREMENT BENEFITS 

1. Liability towards gratuity payable on death/retirement of employees is accrued 
based on actuarial valuation. 

2. Provision for accumulated leave encashment benefit to the employees is accrued 
and computed on the assumption that employees are entitled to receive the benefit as at 
each year end.

— The Chairperson shall have the 
same powers as are conferred on a Head of Department in respect of the General 
Financial Rules, 2005, the Delegation of the Financial Powers Rules, 1978, the 
Fundamental Rules, the Supplementary Rules, the Central Civil Services (Leave) Rules, 
1972, the Central Civil Services (Joining Time) Rules, 1979, the Civil Services (Pension) 
Rules, 1972, the Central Civil Services (Conduct) Rules, 1964, the Central Civil Services 
(Classification, Control and Appeal) Rules, 1965 and the Contributory Provident Fund 
(India) Rules, 1962 and such powers shall be exercised by the Chairperson subject to the 
instructions issued by the Central Government from time to time.

G.S.R. 890(E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2), (3) 
and (5) of section 5 read with clauses (d), (e) and (f) of sub-section (2) of section 50 of 
the Warehousing (Development and Regulation) Act, 2007 (37 of 2007), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules, namely 

1. Short title and commencement.^ 1) These rules may be called the Warehousing 
(Development and Regulation) Registration of Accreditation Agencies Rules, 2010. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.- (1) In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires, - 

(a) "Act" means the Warehousing (Development and Regulation) Act, 2007; 

(b) “applicant” means a person making an application to the Authofsty seeking 
registration as an accreditation agency under rule 4; 

(c) “certificate” means certificate of registration granted under rule 6; 

(d) “Form” means the form appended to these rules. 

(2) The words and expressions used in these rules and not defined but defined in the 
Act shall have the meanings respectively assigned to them in the Act. 

3. Qualifications and other requirements for functioning as an accreditation 

agency.- Every person desirous of functioning as an accreditation agency shall fulfill the 
following qualifications and other requirements, namely 

(i) such person shall be - 

(a) a body corporate either public or private, and incorporated under the 
Companies Act, 1956 or any other law in force; 

(b) government body or government affiliated body; 

(ii) such person should possess necessary infrastructure including adequate office 
space, equipment, trained and experienced staff, expertise in the field of warehousing, 
financial capability and credibility to the satisfaction of the Authority; and 

(iii) such person is not directly engaged in warehousing business 

4. Application for registration of an accreditation agency. - (l)Any person 
possessing qualifications and other requirements specified under rule 3 and desirous of 
being registered as an accreditation agency may make an application to the Authority in 
duplicate, in Form - A. 
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(2) Every application under sub-rule (1) shall be accompanied by - 

(a) proof of identity as a legal entity including certificate of incorporation, 
Memorandum of Association and Articles of Association; 

(b) list of names of owners, shareholders, proprietor and authorized signatory of 
applicant; 

(c) list of key management personnel and technical experts engaged by the applicant 
and their qualifications and experience in various fields relating to warehousing; 

(d) statement of financial credibility in the form of audited reports or budget statement 
with supporting documents; 

(e) declaration that the applicant shall not accredit any warehouse in which it may have a 
direct conflict of interest; 

(f) declaration that the applicant shall comply with the terms and conditions of 
certificate of registration; and 

(g) a non-refundable registration fee of rupees twenty-five thousand through bank 
draft/banker’s cheque of any nationalized bank in favour of Drawing and Disbursing 
Officer, Warehousing Development and Regulatory Authority, payable in New Delhi; 
and 

(h) a security deposit of rupees one lakh through bank draft/banker’s cheque of any 
nationalized bank in favour of Drawing and Disbursing Officer, Warehousing 
Development and Regulatory Authority payable in New Delhi: 

Provided that the Government controlled institution or body may be exempted 
from payment of set urity deposit* 

5. Power to make enquiry and call for information at the time of registration 

(i) Before granting registration to an accreditation agency under rule 6, the Authority may 
make such inquiry and require such further information, as it deems necessary, other 
than the information furnished by the accreditation agency in the application. 

(2) Authority may call for any information at any time and the applicant shall furnish 
such information to the Authority within the time stipulated by it. 

6. Certificate of Registration. - The Authority shall, after being satisfied that the 
applicant fulfills the qualifications and other requirements, grant the certificate of 
registration to the applicant within a period of one month from the date of receipt of 
application in Form-B and subject to such terms and conditions as it may deem fit. 

7. Refusal of Registration. - The Authority may, for reasons to be recorded in writing, 
refuse to grant the certificate of registration to any applicant and shall furnish him with a 
copy of the order so passed: 

Provided that before rejecting such application, the Authority shall give a 
reasonable opportunity of hearing to the applicant. 
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8. Validity and Renewal.- The certificate of registration granted under rule 6 shall be a 
valid for a period of three years and shall be renewable for a like period in the manner 
provided under rules 4,5,6 and 7. 

9. Duties of accreditation agency.- Every accreditation agency shall- 

(a) upon receipt of certificate of registration, display such certificate, in a conspicuous 
place in the principal place of its business; 

(b) make an assessment report in relation to each warehouse that it assesses and shall 
maintain a copy thereof for a minimum period of three years; 

(c) maintain accounts, books, records and documents relating to accredited warehouses; 

(d) not transfer the certificate of registration granted to it; 

(e) allow and assist the Authority or its authorized representative to inspect its office, books, 
records, papers, accounts, etc. at any time; and 

(f) maintain a Register of accredited warehouses in Form-C and shall publish the list on its 
website. 

10. Issue of duplicate registration certificate. - (1) Where a certificate of 
registration is lost, damaged or mutilated, the Authority shall issue a duplicate certificate 
of registration on receipt of a request in Form- D. 

(2) A certificate of registration, which is tom or defaced shall be surrendered by the 
accreditation agency to the Authority on issue of duplicate certificate. 

(3) The application for issue of a duplicate certificate of registration shall be 
accompanied by a fee of rupees five thousand through bank draft/banker’s cheque of 
any nationalized bank in favour of Drawing and Disbursing Officer, Warehousing 
Development and Regulatory Authority, payable in New Delhi. 

11. Publication of grant of registrations and list of accreditation agencies.- The 

names and addresses of accreditation agencies to whom certificate of registration is 
granted under rule 6 shall be duly displayed on website of the Authority front time to 
time.

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NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 8th November, 2018 

G.S.R. 891(E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) read 
with clauses (k) and (1) of sub-section (2) of section 50 of the Warehousing 
(Development and Regulation) Act, 2007 (37 of 2007), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) These rules may be called the 
Warehousing (Development and Regulation) Appellate Authority Procedure Rules, 
2010. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.— (1 ) In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires, — 

(a) “Act” means the Warehousing (Development and Regulation) Act, 2007 (37 
of 2007); 

(b) “Appellate Authority” means the Appellate Authority appointed by Central 
Government under sub-section (1) of section 42 ; 

(c) ‘form’ means a form appended to these rules; 

(d) “legal practitioner” shall have the same meaning as is assigned to it in the 
Advocate Act, 1961 (25 of 1961); and 

(e) “section” means a section of the Act. 

(2) The words and expressions used herein and not defined but defined in the Act shall 
have the meanings respectively assigned to them in the Act. 

3. Procedure for filing appeal.- (1) An appeal to the Appellate Authority shall be 
presented by filing a memorandum of appeal in Form 1 in person or through his 
authorised agent or legal practitioner or by registered post or speed post addressed to 
the Appellate Authority. 
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(2) Every appeal under sub-rule (1) shall be presented in four complete sets in a paper- 
book form along with one empty file size envelope bearing full address of the respondent, 
and where the number of respondents is more than one, additional number of paper- 
books equal to number of respondents in the excess of one together with empty file size 
envelopes bearing the full address of each respondent shall be furnished by the appellant. 

(3) The appellant shall attach to and present his application for appeal along with a copy 
of receipt slip as in Form 2 which shall be signed by the Appellate Authority or the 
officer authorised to receive the appeal on behalf of the Appellate Authority in 
acknowledgement of the receipt of the appeal. 

(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rules (1). (2) and (3), the Appellate 
Authority may permit — 

(a) more than one person to join together and file a single appeal if it is satisfied, 
having regard to the cause of action and the nature of relief prayed for, that they have 
the same interest in the subject matter; or 

(b) an association representing the persons desirous of joining in a single appeal 
provided the association is duly authorised by such persons and the appeal shall 
disclose names of all the persons and whose behalf it has been filed. 

4. Presentation and scrutiny of application for appeal.- (1) The Appellate 
Authority or an officer authorised by it shall endorse Ou every memorandum of appeal 
the date on which it is presented and *bnll sign rl endorsement. 

(2) If, on scrutiny, the application for appeal is found to be in order, it shall be given a 
serial number. 

(3) If memorandum of appeal, on scrutiny, is found to be defective, the appellant 
may be allowed to rectify the defect within such time as may be allowed. 

(4) If the appellant fails to rectify the defect within the time allowed under sub-rule 
(3), the Appellate Authority or its authorised officer may, by order and for reasons to 
be recorded in writing, decline to register the appeal. 

5. Fee for appeal.- (1) Every appeal shall be accompanied by fee of Rs.2000/- 
(Rupees two thousand only) in the form of Bank Draft or Banker’s Cheque of any 
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nationalized bank in favour of Drawing and Disbursing Officer, Department of Food and 
Public Distribution (Government of India) payable in New Delhi, where the number of 
appellants is up to five and the fee to be increased by Rs. 100/- (Rupees one hundred 
only) for every additional appellant in excess of five appellants. 

6. Annexure to Paper book to accompany the memorandum of appeal. - 

(1) Every appeal shall be presented in the form of a paper book containing — 

(/) a photo copy of the order against which the appeal is preferred; 

(//) copies of the documents relied upon by the appellant and referred to in the appeal; 
and 

(iif) an index of documents. 

(2) The documents referred to in sub-rule (1) may be self-attested by the appellants. 

(3) Where an appeal is filed by an agent, the document authorising him to act as such 
agent also be appended to the appeal: 

Provided that where an appeal is filed by a legal practitioner, it shall be 
accompanied by a duly executed ‘vakalatnama 1 . 

7. Service of notice of appeal on the respondents. - (1) A copy of the appeal in the 

paper-book shall ordinarily be served on each of the respondents by the Appellate 

Authority or its authorised officer in any one of the following modes: — 

(/) hand delivery (dasti) through the appellant or through a process server; or 
(ii) through registered post with acknowledgement due/by speed post; or 
(Hi) through an electronic mode. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (1), the Appellate Authority may, 
taking into account the number of respondents and their places of residence or work and 
other circumstances, direct that notice of the appeal be served upon the respondents in 
any other manner including any manner of substituted service, as it may appear to the 
Appellate Authority just and convenient. 

8. Filing of reply and other documents by the respondent- (1) The respondent shall 
file four complete sets containing the reply to the appeal along with the documents in a 
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paper-book form to the Appellate Authority within fifteen days of the date of service of 
the notice of the appeal on him. 

(2) The respondent shall also serve a copy of the reply along with copies of documents as 
mentioned in sub-rule (1) to the appellant or his legal practitioner, as the case may be, 
and file proof of such service with the Appellate Authority, and the Appellate Authority 
may, on any cross appeal by the respondent, allow the appellant U reply within a period 
of fifteen days. 

9. Date and place of hearing to be notified. - The Appellate Authority shall notify 
the date and the place of hearing of the appeal. 

10. Sittings of the Appellate Authority. - The Appellate Authority shall ordinarily 
hold its sittings at New Delhi: 

Provided that, if at any time, the Appellate Authority is satisfied that circumstances 
exist which render it necessary to have sittings of the Appellate Authority at any place 
other than New Delhi, it may hold such sittings at any appropriate place. 

11. Sitting hours of the Appellate Authority.- The sitting hours of the Appellate 
Authority shall ordinarily be from 10.30 A.M. to 1.30 P.M. and 2 P.M. to 5 P.M. on all 
working days subject to any order made by the Chairperson. 

12. Order to be signed and dated. - Every order of the Appellate Authority shall be in 
writing and shall be signed and dated by the Appellate Authority. 

13. Communication of orders to parties. - Every order passed on an appeal shall be 
served on the appellant and to the respondent(s) either in person or by registered post. 

14. Language of the Appellate Authority.— The proceedings of the Appellate 
Authority shall be conducted in English or Hindi unless otherwise decided by the Centra} 
Government. 

15. Seal and emblem. - The official seal and emblem of the Appellate Authority shall 
be such as the Central Government may Specify.

G.S.R. 892(E). j n exerc i S e 0 f the powers conferred by sub-sections (2), (3) 
and (4) of section 4 read with clause (a) of sub-section (2) of section 50 of the 
Warehousing (Development and Regulation) Act, 2007 (37of 2007), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules, namely: - 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) These rules may be called the Warehousing 
(Development and Regulation) Registration of Warehouses Rules, 2010. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions. - In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires, - 

(a) "Act” means the Warehousing (Development and Regulation) Act, 2007 (37 of 2007); 

(b) "Authority” has the same meaning as assigned to it in clause (c) of section 2 of the 
Act; 

(c) “applicant” means a person submitting an application for grant of a certificate of 
registration in respect of each warehouse under the Act and these rules 

(d) "Form" means the Form appended to these rules: 

(e) “registration” means registration granted under these rules; 

(f) “warehouse” has the same meaning as assigned to it in clause (s) of section 2 of the 
Act; and 

(2) the words and expressions used in these rules and not defined but defined in the Act 
shall have the meanings respectively assigned to them in the Act. 

3. Application for registration. -(1) Any person desirous of commencing or carrying 
on the business of maintaining a warehouse, issuing a negotiable warehouse receipt may 
make an application to the Authority for registration of such warehouse in Form A1: 

Provided that a person desirous of carrying on the business of a warehouse in 
more than one warehouse shall submit a separate application for registration in respect of 
each warehouse. 

(2) Any person who is a warehouseman under this Act shall not store his own goods 
in a warehouse registered by the said person. 

( 3) The Authority shall, from time to time, notify the type of goods that may be the 
subject matter of a negotiable warehouse receipt. 
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(4) Any negotiable receipt may be issued only in respect of such goods that have been 
notified under sub-rule (3) for which the relevant registration certificate has been issued 
to it by the Authority. 

(5) An applicant shall specify the overall limit of the total value of negotiable 
warehouse receipts that it may issue. 

4. Documents to be filed with the application form.- Every application for 
registration of a warehouse shall be accompanied with the following documents, namely:- 

(a) Identity proof of the applicant such as certificate of incorporation or Memorandum 
and Articles of Association for companies or copy of partnership deed for partnerships or 
such other documents as may be specified by the Authority; 

(b) proof of ownership or registered lease deed or rent agreement and receipt of the 
warehouse; 

(c) no objection certificate from the Municipal Corporation or local authority, for 
carrying out the business of warehousing; 

(d) accreditation certificate issued by an accreditation agency registered by the Authority 
under section 5 and the matters’ referred to under clause (a) of sub-section (2) of section 
35 of the Act; 

(e) fee as specified by the Authority; 

(f) statement of financial credibility in the form of audit reports/budget statement with 
supporting documents; and 

(g) such other documents as may be specified by the Authority. 

5. Fee. - Every application for registration of warehouse or renewal thereof shall be 
accompanied with fee by way of bank draft or bankers cheque of any nationalised bank 
in favour of the Drawing and Disbursing Officer, Warehousing Development and 
Regulatory Authority payable at New Delhi at the rate as indicated below:- 
Registration/renewal of registration of warehouse:- 

(i) State Capital cities Rs.2.50 per MT 

(ii) District Headquarters Rs.l .50 per MT 

(iii) For rural and other areas Re. 1.00 per MT 

Subject to a minimum amount of Rs.7500 for each warehouse. 


6. Security Deposit.- Every applicant, at the time of submission of the application 
for registration of each warehouse, shall furnish to the Authority, security deposit by 
bank draft or bankers cheque of any nationalised bank in favour of Drawing and 
Disbursing Officer, Warehousing Development and Regulatory Authority payable in 
New Delhi at the rate as indicated below:- 

(i) State Capital cities Rs.2.50 per MT 

(ii) District Headquarters Rs. 1.50 per MT 

(iii) For rural and other areas Re. 1.00 per MT 

Subject to a minimum amount of Rs.7500 for each warehouse. 


7. Power to make inquiry and call for information at the time of registration or 
renewal,- (1) Before granting registration to a warehouse under sub-sections (2) and (3) 
of section 4 of the Act, the Authority may make such inquiry and require such further 
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information, as it deems necessary, other than the information furnished by the 
warehouse owner in its application in Form Al. 

(2) The Authority may call for any information at any time and same shall be 
furnished by the applicant within the time stipulated by the Authority. 

8. Requirement for Registration of a warehouse.- No registration certificate shall 
be issued unless,- 

(/) proof of ownership or registered lease deed or rent agreement and receipt of the 
warehouse has been provided in accordance with the requirements of these rules and as 
may be determined by the Authority from time to time; 

(ii) the warehouse is storage worthy for specified goods to be stored for which 
registration has been obtained; 

(iii) the warehouse is constructed as per the Bureau of Indian Standards specification or 
as specified and notified by the Authority; 

(iv) the warehouse is equipped with all necessary equipments and apparatus for 
weighing, handling, sampling, grading, fire fighting and insect pest management; 

(v) the warehouse has adequate trained staff with expertise and knowledge for the 
scientific storage of goods to be stored in the warehouse ; and 

(vi) warehouse should have adequate security arrangements; 

(vii) the warehouse is adequately insured as per the requirement of the Authority. 

9. Form of Registration Certificate.- The registration .granted by Authority to a 
warehouse shall be in Form A3 and be subject to the following terms and conditions, 
namely : - 

{a) the registration shall be for a maximum period of three years and the same may be 
specified in the registration certificate; and 

(b) the Authority may suspend or cancel the registration duly notified at any time if the 
work of warehouse is not found satisfactory: 

Provided that an opportunity of being heard shall be given to warehouse man by the 
Authority before cancellation of the warehouse registration. 

10. Issue of Registration Certificate.- The Authority may, after being satisfied that 
the applicant is eligible, shall grant the certificate in Form-A 3 to the applicant within a 
period of three months from the date of receipt of the completed application and 
clarifications sought, if any. 

11. Terms of registration.- (/) Immediately upon receipt of its registration certificate, 
the warehouse man shall display the same and keep it pasted until suspended or revoked, 
in a conspicuous place in the principal place of its business. 

(ii) The certificate of registration shall not be transferable. 

(iii) The Authority or its authorised representative may inspect or examine the warehouse 
registered under the Act at any time. 

(iv) The Authority or its authorised representative may inspect the warehouse at any time 
with or without giving prior notice, the books, records, papers and accounts etc. relating 
thereto. 
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12. Refusal of Registration.- 

The Authority may, for sufficient reasons to be recorded in writing, refuse to 
grant the registration to any applicant and shall furnish him with a copy of the order so 
passed: 

Provided that before rejecting any such application, the applicant shall be given a 
personal hearing by the Authority. 

13. Renewal of Registration. - (1) The Authority may, on an application for renewal 
made to it in duplicate, renew the registration. 

(2) Every such application for renewal shall be in Form A1. 

(3) Any registered warehouse owner desirous of renewal of registration, may make and 
application in duplicate to the Authority in Form A1 within three months before the 
expiry of the period of registration. 

(4) The provisions of rules 3, 4 and 5 shall apply in relation to renewal of registration as 
they apply in relation to grant of registration. 

14. Issue of duplicate Registration Certificate.- (1) The duplicate registration 
certificate shall be issued on receipt of request in Form A 2 against the original 
certificate, if it is lost or damaged or mutilated. 

(2) A registration certificate, which is torn or defaced, shall be surrendered by the 
warehouseman to the Authority on issue of duplicate certificate. 

(3) The application for issue of a duplicate registration certificate shall be accompanied 
with the fee along with an indemnity bond as specified by the Authority and the fee for 
issue of duplicate registration certificate by way of bank draft or bankers cheque of any 
nationalised bank in favour of the Drawing and Disbursing Officer, Warehousing 
Development and Regulatory Authority, payable at New Delhi at the rate as indicated 
below:- 

(a) State Capitals Rs.1000. 

(b) District Headquarters Rs.750 
(c ) Other areas Rs.500 

15. Withdrawal or voluntary surrender of Certificate of Registration.- 

No warehouseman by whom the negotiable warehousing receipts have been 
issued shall be allowed to voluntarily surrender its certificate of registration till such time 
that any of the negotiable warehouse receipts issued by it are still valid and in circulation. 

16. Suspension and Cancellation of Registration - (1 )Every registration that has 
been granted under section 4 of the Act shall be liable to be suspended or cancelled or 
revoked temporarily or permanently by the Authority if,- 

(i) the warehouseman files an application to declare him an insolvent; 

(ii) the warehouseman has lost control of the warehouse or has ceased to conduct the 
business of warehousing; 

(iii) the warehouseman has assigned the registration of the warehouse to any third party; 

(iv) the warehouseman committs any fraudulent act; 

(v) the warehouseman has in any other manner become incompetent to conduct the 
business of warehousing; 
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(vi) the warehouseman has not permitted regular audit and unannounced inspection by 
the Authority or any of its agencies; and 

(vii) the warehouseman fails to comply with any of the conditions of registration or any 
provision of the Act or rules and regulations made thereunder. 

(2) Before passing an order of suspension or cancellation or revocation of 
registration, the Authority shall issue a show-cause notice to warehouseman on which it 
is proposed to suspend, cancel or revoke the registration and call upon him to show cause 
as to why the proposed action should not be taken. 

(3) The warehouseman shall respond to the suspension notice issued under sub-rule 
(2) in writing to the Authority, within 15 days of receipt of the notice, failing which the 
matter will be decided based on the available material. 

(4) . After considering the submissions made by the warehouseman, if any, the 
Authority shall pass such orders as it may deem fit. 

17. Return of certificate of registration.-When the certificate of registration expires 
or is suspended or cancelled or revoked, the warehouseman shall cease to issue 
negotiable warehousing receipts in respect of the relevant warehouse; and shall return the 
registration certificate within seven days of such expiration, suspension, cancellation or 
revocation: 

Provided that a warehouseman who has issued negotiable warehouse receipts 
shall continue to be liable in relation to the negotiable warehouse receipts issued by him 
till the expiry of all the negotiable warehouse receipts issued by him. 

18. Publication of granting of licences, suspension and revocation of 
registrations and list of warehousemen and their warehouses.-(l) The names and 
location of the warehouses and names and addresses of warehousemen registered under 
the Act as on the first day of April every year shall be duly publicised before the 15 th 
day of May of the same year, in the manner as decided by the Authority, 

(2) Subsequent suspension or revocation of the registration shall also be publicised in 
the manner as decided by the Authority. 

19. Appeals. - Any person aggrieved by an order of the Authority made under this Act, 
or any rules or the regulations made thereunder may prefer an appeal to such person or 
authority appointed by the Central Government (hereafter referred to as the Appellate 
Authority) within sixty days from the date of such order: 

Provided that an Appeal may be admitted after the expiry of the said period of 
sixty days but not beyond a total period of ninety days if the appellant satisfies the 
Appellate Authority that he had sufficient cause for not preferring the Appeal within the 
said period.

G.S.R. 893(F). In exercise of the powers conferred by section 28 read with clause 
(g) of sub-section (2) of section 50 of the Warehousing (Development and Regulation) Act, 2007 
(37 of 2007), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules, namely: - 

L Short title and commencement. —(/) These rules may be called the Salaries, Allowances 
and other Terms and Conditions of Service of Chairperson and Members of Warehousing 
(Development and Regulatory) Authority Rules, 2010. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions. - (1) In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires. -. 

(a) "Act" means the Warehousing (Development and Regulation) Act, 2007 (37 of 2007); 

(b) “Chairperson", means the Chairperson of the Authority ar pouted under section 25 of the 
Act; 

( c) “Member” means the Member of the Authority appcirwd under section 25 of the Act. 

(2) Words and expressions used herein but not defined am defined in the Act, shall have the 
same meanings as assigned to them in the Act. 

3. Salaries and allowances. - (1) The salary and allowances payable to the 
Chairperson and Members shall be as specified in section 28 of the 
Act. 

4. Provident Fund.- The Chairperson and the Members shall be governed by the 
provisions of the Contributory Provident Fund (India) Rules. 1962 and no option to subscribe 
under the provisions of the General Provident Fund Rules (Central Services), 1960 shall- be 
available, and additional pension and gratuity shall not be admissible for service rendered in the 
Authority. 

5. Leave.- (l)The Chairperson and the Members shall be entitled to thirty days of earned 
leave for every year of service. 

(2) The payment of leave salary during leave shall be governed by the Central Civil Service 
(Leave) Rules, 1972. 

(3) The Chairperson and the Members are entitled to encashment of Fifty per cent, of earned leave 
to their credit at any time. 
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6. Travelling allowance and daily allowance.- (1) The Chairperson and the Members 
shall be paid travelling allowance and daily allowance on tour as applicable to the Central 
Government servants drawing that basic pay. 

(2) They shall also be entitled to facility of temporary Government accommodation in Guest 
Houses or Inspection Bungalows under the control of the Central Government, wherever 
applicable, on payment of normal, rent at outstations, of the class to which Government servants 
of equivalent pay are eligible. 

7. Medical Facilities. — (1) The Chairperson and the Members shall be entitled to medical 
treatment and hospital facilities, as provided in the Central Government Health Scheme for retired 
Government servants. 

(2) At places where the Central Government Health Scheme is not in operation, the Chairperson 
and the Members, who are not Government servants, shall be entitled to facilities as provided in 
the Central Services (Medical Attendance) Rules, 1944; 

8. Official Visits Abroad. - (1) The Chairperson and any Member shall undertake 

official visits abroad only in accordance with the Government orders as applicable to the officers 
of equal grade in the Government of India. 

(2) In regard to official delegations abroad in which both the administrative Secretary and the 
Chairperson or Member of the Regulatory Authority are included, the Secretary shall lead the 
delegation, and for domestic tours, the Chairperson shall inform the Secretary of the 
administrative Ministry or Department. 

9. Conveyance facility. - (1) The Authority shall not purchase any passenger vehicle for the 
use of the Chairperson and Members. 

(2) The Chairperson and Members shall be eligible for fixed reimbursement between Rs.3000/- 
and Rs.50Q0/- p.m. as laid down by the Department of Personnel and Training from time to time 
for the use and maintenance of their personal car for transportation between residence and office 
which include the salary of a driver who shall not be a Government servant. 

10. Accommodation. - (1) The Chairperson and the Members of the Authority shall be given 
the option of claiming House Rent Allowance at the rate of thirty percent of the basic pay 
^including grade pay, if any) drawn if they stay at Delhi, but no house shall be hired by the 
Authority or allotted by the Government. 

(2) Outside Delhi, Members and the Chairperson shall be entitled to rented unfurnished 
accommodation with built-up area measuring around three hundred square metre for the 

Members, and three hundred .and fifty square metre for the Chairperson with suitable open land 
area appurtenant as permissible under the regulations of the concerned municipal bodies. 

11. Medical Fitness. —No person shall be appointed as a Chairperson or Member unless 
he is declared medically fit by a Medical Board to be constituted by the Central 
Government for the purpose unless he has already been declared fit by an equivalent 
authority. 
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12. Deemed retirement from Government Service. - The Chairperson and Member 
shall be deemed to have retired from Government service upon taking up respective 
appointments in the Authority as such Chairperson and Member. 

13. Oaths of office and secrecy.- Every person appointed to be Chairperson or Member under 
section 25 of the Act shall, before entering upon his office, make and subscribe to oath of office 
and secrecy in Form-1 and Form-II respectively. 

14. Residuary provision. - Matters relating to the terms and conditions of service of the 
Chairperson or Members with respect to which no express provision has been made in these rules, 
shall be referred by the Authority to the Central Government for its decision, and the decision of 
the Central Government thereon shall be applicable to the Chairperson or Members, as the case 
may be.

G.S.R. 894(E) —i n exercise of the powers conferred by sub-sections (1) and (2) of 
section 39 of the Warehousing (Development and Regulation) Act, 2007 (37of 2007), 
the Central Government hereby makes the following rules, namely: - 

1. Short title and commencement. - (1) These rules may be called the 
Warehousing (Development and Regulatory) Authority Annual Report and Returns 
Rules, 2010. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 


2. Definitions. -(l)In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires, - 

(a) ’’Act" means the Warehousing (Development and Regulation) Act, 2007; 
and 

(b) “Annexure” means an Annexure appended to these rules. 

(2) Words and expressions used in these rules but not defined shall have the same 
meanings respectively assigned to them in the Act. 

3. Furnishing of returns.- (1) The Authority shall furnish to the Central 
Government quarterly returns and statements on the matters specified in Annexure -I, 
including matters as may be specified by the Central Government from time to time. 

(2) The Authority shall also furnish such returns, statements or particulars in 
regard to any proposed or existing programme for the promotion and development of the 
warehousing industry, as the Central Government may direct from time to time. 

4. Preparation and submission of Annual Report. - (1) The Authority shall 
prepare, as soon as may be, after the commencement of each financial year the annual 
report referred to in sub-section (2) of section 39 of the Act as speci fied in Annexure- II. 

(2) The annual report shall contain an account of the activities during the previous 
financial year, containing, interalia, - 

(a) a statement of corporate and operational goals and objectives of the Authority; 

(b) annual targets in physical and financial terms set for various activities in the 
background of clause (a) together with a brief review of actual performance with 
reference to those targets; 

(c) an administrative report on the activities of the Authority during the previous 
year and the current year and an account of the activities which are likely to be 
taken up during the next financial year; 
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(d) important changes in the organizational set up of the Authority; 

(e) report on employer-employees relations and welfare activities of the 
Authority; and 

(f) report on such other miscellaneous matters as deemed fit by the Authority for 
reporting to the Central Government. 

(3) The annual report shall, after adoption at a meeting of the Authority, be signed 
by the Chairperson and authenticated by affixing the common seal of the Authority and 
the requisite number of copies thereof shall be submitted to the Central Government by 
the 3Cr day of September in each calendar year.
